b« *eu inndc for keeping unclean and un­ 
sanitary places. 
Among 
th e germs disclosed by the ex­ 
am ination of Dr. Stiles was th e bacillus 
eoli. which Dr. Stiles says, “ unquestion­ 
ably belongs to the group of undesirable 
bacteria,

It has long been the dream of nav al 
m en to find a substitute for the glass 
m irrors in searchlights.

Besides this, there were no few er than 
739 attem pts a t suicide, 441 by m en and 
29 8 by women. 
T he preponderance of 
men over w om en 
appears 
som e w h a t 
striking—th ree to one—but ta k ing 
the 
cuses of actual suicides and a tte m pts to­ 
gether, this proportion is reduced to less 
than two to one. 
Illness and m ental dis­ 
orders w ere responsible for m ore th an 
a fourth of th e total suicides; unh appy 
love 
affairs 
accounted 
for 
tw enty - 
five, poverty for thirty -two and d is s a t­ 
isfaction w ith 
their 
surroundings for 
thirty -five.

Previously he had 
delivered three other addivsses, two 
from the veranda of the hotel and the 
third at Garfield park, where he at­ 
tended a picnic by the Knights of 
Pythias, Ids latter th<;me being ‘ Fra­ 
ternity.” 
As announced by him before His de­ 
parture from Kansas City, Mr. Bryan, 
in view of the action of the Kansas 
Republican state convention which in­ 
dorsed the guaranty of deposit propo­ 
sition, made some remarks supplemen­ 
tary to his prepared speech on that 
subject.
